He Tells Why the Postoffice Service Has Not 


Keen Improved. • 


Suggests Tbat President's Motto "i Square Deal" be 


Paraphrased-Hr. Heisey Has DO Announce- 


ments to Make. 


An Advocate man on Monday carried 


to Postmaster J.'OT. Ickes1 the news 
contained in a special telegram to this 
paper announcing the ap"pointment of 
George D. Heisey as postmaster of 
Newark and- saying that charges had 
been preferred/ against Mr. ,Ickes for 
the purpose of turnitig over the "New- 
ark office to Mr. Heisey at "an early 
date. 


" Mr. Ickes was at the time requested 
to make a statement but he preferred 
to wait until Tuesday. When seen on 
Tuesday morning at the postofHce he 
talked as follows: 


"The dispatches from 
Washington 


saying that charges had "been preferred 
against me brought the first intimation 
I received tfaat anything of the toinfi 
was reported, as, Inspe.ctor Craighead, 
who inspected this office in December, 
said to my assistant, Mn Siegfried: 
'You have a' flhfe system^" and your oi- 
fice is in good:, shape,' s Jie is the 
only inspector' who has been here for 
the past six- months, I infer that he 
must 
hslve made 
this report. Mr 


Qraighead has been hostile to me ever 
since I procured the" last carrier in 
November, 1902, over his head, through 
the assistance of Senator. Hanna, and 
it is known that he is a tool of the For- 
aker-Smyser machine in this district 
Mr. Craighead before 
complimentec 


me on. the management of this office 
saying: 'I fear if I make this perfect 
report the department "Will think I am 
showing favors to you.' The Washing- 
ton dispatch 'says that my office .has 
been reported before for not being up 


the standard, but- this "was by In- 


to say about this matter at the proper 
time." 


New Deputy Not Announced. 


Tne newly appointed postmaster is 


being deluged with messages of con- 
gratulation from friends here and in 
other cities. Tuesday morning's Pitts- 
borg papers announced his appoint- 
ment in a conspicuous way owing to 
his former residence there. Mr. Hei- 
sey was asked by -the Advocate if he 
would make known the name of his 
deputy, _but the' new postmaster re- 
plied that as yet he had had no time 
to consider the matter. 


"As soon as I reach a decision, pro- 


viding my appointment is confirmed," 
said Mr. Heisey, "I will notify the Ac- 
vocate." 


Wihen the change in the office is to 


be made neither Mr. Heisey nor Mr. 
Ickes"knows. As stated Monday, how- 
ever, it ijj probable that ihe office will 
change hands about April 1st. 


to 
spector Kyle, who was sent here for 
political purposes in December of 1903, 
and who made such a notorious report 
that Postmaster General Payne turned 
it down when he learned the animus of 
it, and it is sufficient to Say that this 
man Kyle has been removed front the 
service^for dishonorable conduct. It is 
known to everybody in this city that 
the postoffice department, especially 
the Bristow branch of it, has been 
knocking this office for the past two 
years in refusing .the appointment of 
carriers, and in every T»ay seeking to 
embarrass the service.

The mon- 
ey order and register receipts of this 
office have increased more than 50 per 
cent, the receipts of the office about 33 
per cent., and the population of the 
city about 35 per cent since any in- 
crease has been made to the carrier 
force. This has been done purposely, 
and no doubt, maliciously, to hurt my- 
self, and the only criticism that can be 
made against the conduct of this office 
truthfully is tbat the carrier force is 
wholly inadequate to the amount of 
mail handled and the population of the 
city, and this is the fault, not of my- 
self, hut of the postoffice departsnent

SUPREME COURT 


Deals Knock Out Blow to 


Ohio Professional Faith 


Curists, 


Columbus, O., Feb. 28.—In the case 


of the state of Ohio against Olive Mar- 
ble, the Supreme'court today held that 
Christian Scientists and others may 
not treat patients for diseases for fees 
unless the practitioneer has certificate 
authorizing him to practice medicine. 
The decision' is a knockout blow for 
the professional faith curists'in Ohio. 


The decision of th'e Supreme court 


today is construed to mean that Chris- 
tian Science treatment of the sick is 
held to be unlawful, subjecting those 
practicing to prosecution for violating 
:he medical law.

Mr. Ickes, the retiring postmaster, is 


one of the best known Republican pol- 
iticians in OWo. He has been chair- 
man of the state central committee, 
and active in party affairs a great 
many years. He is now serving his 
second term as postmaster. The New- 
ark postoffice pays $2.SW a yc?r.

EN KILLED 


New York, Feb. 28. — By the collapse 


of the flooring of the Fleet Street Afri- 
can Methodist Episcopal church, in 
Brooklyn, eleven persons were killed 
and more than fifty injured, some 
probably fatally. 
Of those killed 


:en were women, two men and one 
child. The building was an ancient, 
ramshackle frame structure erected GO 
years ago in the heart of the colored 
section of Brooklyn, in -Fleet street, 
near Mjrtle avenue. Arrangements 
had been made to hold funeral ser- 
vices of one of the older members of 
the church, -and the auditorium, which 
is on the second floor of the building, 
the ground floor being used by the 
Sunday school, was crowded with an 
audience of upwards of 300 persons, of 
whom the majority were women. 


The congregation was waiting in 


silence for the arrival of the body 
and Pastor Jacobs was standing at the 
altar awaiting the summons to meet 
the funeral procession at the door. 
when a splintering of timbers was 
heard and in an instant the half of the 
auditorium nearest the door collapsed. 
carrying down more than 100 persons. 
who were crushed in the wreckage of 
the flooring and pews. A great volume 
of dust for a few moments hid from 
view the victims. 
The remainder of 


the congregation, finding themselves 
cut off from the door and expecting 
every instant that the rest of the floor- 
.ing would collapse under them, fought 
madly to reach the windows, and in 
some instances leaped from them and 
sustained serious injuries. The cause 
of the collapse was the decayed condi- 
tion of the beams and supports of the 
floors.

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The Great Issue in Chicago. 


The city election in Chicago next 


month will be of more than ordinary 
interest, and brings up again the 
much-debated question of 
municipal 


ownership, as well as the operation by 
the city government of the franchises 
in the way of street cars and other 
public utilities that the city may ac- 
quire. Judge Dunne, the Democratic 
candidate for mayor, is in favor 
oi 


municipal ownership within 
certain 


limitations. Mr. Harlan, the Republir 
can candiate, is in favor of existing 
conditions, with the old corporations 
having a great advantage. 
The Dem- 


ocratic platform adopted by the city 
convention declares in strong terms in 
favor of municipal operation. This is 
an advanced position, and is opposed 
by the corporation interest, but the 
people of Chicago, as they have shown 
on different occasions by popular vote, 
are determined on the idea. 
- On '(he issues presented by the Dem- 
ocrats on municipal ownership and 
operation, Chicago has heretofore giv- 
tn that party great majorities/ and it 
10 likely-wjll do so this year. 


Judge Swayne was acquitted Mon- 


day on all the counts in the impeach- 
ment proceedings against him by a 
majority vote of the Senate. The Re- 
publicans, with-two exceptions, voted 
for acquittal, while all the Democrats 
but one cast their ballots for convic- 
tion. This would seem to argue that, 
although the Senate was sitting as a 
court, its members took rather a par- 
tisan than a judicial view of the case

PROFESSOR OSLER 


Wrong in Saying Man is at His Best 


at Forty Years of Age, Says This 


Newark Man. 


(Communicated. ) 


Is man at his best intellectually at 


the age of 40 years? The world has 
been recently startled by the assertion 
of one of the leading medical writers 
of the day, namely. Professor Osier, of 
Johns Hopkins university, at Balti- 
more. Md-. that man has reached the 
climax 
of 
his - mental vigor at 40 


years of age. after which he degener- 
ates, or vegetates, as it were, intellec- 
tually- Is this statement true or false? 
Will it be borne out by the real facts 
in the case? Physiologists tel! us. and 
the statement has never teen question- 
ed, that the intellectual powers with 
most persons, are of a very slow 
growth, and while it is true that here 
and there we find a person who may 
dazzle the world with his matchless 
Senius at a very early age. there are 
thousands who do not develop their 
greatest powers until they have passed 
the meridian of life. History is full of 
just such instances, and the statement' 
made by the eminent Professor Osier 
is nol borne out in point of fact.

It is said of the great Lord Palmers- 


ton,'premier of England, that he was 
asked on one occasion, when a Tnan 
ougrht to be in his prime intellectually. 
His reply was. "Seventy-five. I am 79. 
Maybe I am a little past it" 


H is related 
of the prcal Daniel 


Webster, probably tho preatwl mtfl- 
ertiial giant our country has rvor pro 
dticed. that he developed intellectually 
very slowly, and when a young man his 
fattier sent him to an academy for the 
pnrpose of giving him a classical edu- 
cation. After many at tempts on the 
part of the teacher to "drive some 
ideas into his head." he sent 
him 


home, telling 'his father that it was no 
use to try to make a scholar out oJ 
him. as he was a regular blockhed. 
His father was very much mortified, 


and told Dan that 
If he could 
not 


make- a scholar out of him, lie might 
make a pretty good farmer. We all re- 
member the incident related of him 
about his father puttiug him to work 
on the farm, cutting grass. After Dan 
had made a few swathes 
with the 


scythe, he kept telling his father that 
it was "not hung right." His father re- 
monstrated with him and said that it 
was, 
and that he was not lazy, and to 


attend to Ms work. He insisted, howev- 
er, that it was not hung right. When 
his father said: 
"Well, then, hang it 


yourself," and Dan hung it up on a 
tree, where I guess it still remains. 


Let us look for one moment at the 


great array of mental 
giants which 


have irom time to time, made their 
impress on the age in which they 
lived, and let us see if their mental 
powers were at their best at the age 
of 40 years. How about John Milton, 
who wrote his immortal epic, "Para- 
dise Lost and Regained" after he had 
passed his 60th year; William Cullen 
Bryant, one of America's greatest 
poets, translated Homer alter he was 
80 years of age; Gladstone, the great 
English statesman, whose mental vig- 
or did not diminish until his death; he 
was over 80 years of age; Lord Palm- 
erston, premier of England, who lived 
to the great age of 66 years, and wliose 
mind was constantly expanding to the 
very last; Daniel Webster, our great 
statesman, General Grant, the hero of 
Apoomattox, developed 
his military 


genius late in life; as a civilian he 
was a failure and not until long after 
the bre'aking out of our civil war did 
he develop his matchless military gen 
ius. How about 
General Lee, the 


great Confederate 
chieftain? 
How 


about Gen. Wallace, who wrote his im- 
mortal work, "Ben Hur," which has 
electrified the whole of Christendom, 
with bis genius? This and many other 
works were written after he had pass- 
ed his 40th year. 
We could relate 


many other similar instances of like 
character which would refute entirely 
the false position taken by our distin- 
guished physician on this point. When 
it comes to the solving of intricate 
medical problems, or writing scientific 
works, Professor Osier, in my pinion, 
stands in the very front. But we think 
that he has missed the mark "most 
mightily" on the question at issue, and 
history will not bear hjm out in his 
most remarkable 
statements 
as to 


man's intellectual 
powers 
being at 


their best at the age of forty years. It 
is an old, but true, maxim—"The shoe- 
maker had better stick to his last."

hospital. 


The Ohio Fuel Supply company has 


decided to extend^ its mains to Dres- 
den, Frazeysburg and Trinway, Mus- 
kingum county, as soon as the weath- 
er moderates. The extension will net 
cessitate the laying of a line of about 
il miles in length, possible from the 
main between Homer and Zanesville. 


The company is now surveying for 


the prouosed line between Columbus 
and Cincinnati, via Xenia. The sur- 
vey has been com'pleted between Co- 
lumbus and Xenia. 


The- company's officials feel reason- 


ably certain that "the line to Cincini 
nati'will be built, but they have not 
definitely decided which of their many 
-fields will be tapped for the-supply to 
the Queen City. The company owns 
•rich property in West Virginia, and 
it is within th'e "bounds of possibilities 
that this source will be depended upon 
for the supply,'and-the- gas from the 
Ohio wells diverted to several other 
points which the company expects to 
eventually reach.

ON A SMOKE TRAIL. 


The Navy Drvartinvnt'H New Trmtm 


For War Ve»H«-l«. 


Every one who lias ever read a sea 


Ctory writteu since .steam vessels were 
introduced cannot help having hud im- 
pressed upon him memories of "the 
trail of thick black smoke" that re- 
vealed the presence of uii enemy's 
cruiser, a blockade runner or a possible 
rescuer. 


The iiuvy department has at last be- 


gun to take notice of this familiar 
"trail of black smoke," for, beginning 
In the spring, all new vessels that are 
building will have to undergo tests to 
show how much sinokt1 they do emit 
from their funnels. 
The amount of 


smoke a war vessel gives out while un- 
der wny has come to be recognized as 
an important factor, for the volume of 
smoke is largely responsible for the dis- 
tance at which she can be "picked up" 
at sea. By measuring the up pouring 
smoke additional facts tnay be gath- 
ered as to the efficiency of the furnaces 
and boilers. 


The department's present idea is to 


take a series of snapshots at stated in- 
tervals of a ship while she is steaming 
on her trial trip, and from these the 
quantity of smoke may be easily deter- 
mined. In.speaking of this new depar- 
ture the other day a naval officer ques- 
tioned the reliability of such a test. 
Said he: 


"All 
of these trial trips are made 


•with picked coal, to say nothing of 
picked crews of firemen, who naturally 
could produce a more even combustion 
with the selected material at hand tban 
a crew of enlisted firemen could with 
the stuff the average ship burns at 
sea."—New York Press. 


B«y of Kandy Power. 


It is believed, according to the Indi- 


anapolis News, that it will not be very 
long before adequate steps are taken to 
harness some of the practically unlim- 
ited tidewater power of the bay of 
Fundy and of the flats and lowlands 
that mark the estuaries of the streams 
that flow into the bay. On the Minus 
basin a head of from thirty-five to for- 
ty feet would be available. This, sus- 
tained by the limitless volume of ocean 
water, replenishing the basins every 
twelve hours, would afford an 'aggre- 
gate power far beyond the utmost ca- 
pacity of Niagara. This is only one in- 
stance of the power of the bay of Fun- 
dy that now goes to waste. At Monc- 
ton the tide rises to a height of thirty 
feet, beginning with the famous rush- 
ing "bore" six feet in height^ This 
power could be utilized and the harbor 
improved without destroying the fasci- 
nations of the "bore."

State of Kansas About to Issue Bonds.

MORALE'S MESSAGE.
